Color designs for brass brackets. When 
a wall is in solid color, and ornamental brass 
brackets are attached to it, the opportunity is 
afforded for introducing a handsome colored 
design around the wall plate, particularly if 
the latter is in handsome style, with curved 
outlines. Where a room is decorated some- 
what in the renaissance style, a shield form will 
look effective. One mode of treating this is 
to cover it with heraldic emblems. 

How paint dries. Volatile vapors, arising 
from the decomposition of the oil, are given off 
by a fresh coat of paint. Turpentine wholly 
evaporates. The paint, meanwhile, is absorb- 
ing oxygen from the air, this producing the dry- 
ing and hardening process. Hence abundance 
of access of fresh air is desirable, but this should 
neither be very cold nor very warm, as in either 
case the oxydation will be arrested. 

Dryers. The amateur in decorative paint- 
ing should guard against dryers that act injur- 
iously on light and tender colors, as, for instance, 
oxides of lead ; also against an excess of these, 
as 6uch excess defeats the purpose, which is to 
cause the surface to dry flat and unshinine:. 
When the dryer is added to the powdered color 
the whole should be thinned with turpentine to 
the proper consistence. 

The lacquer flowers and other vegeta- 
tive ornaments on Oriental woodwork, the suc- 
cessive layers being the mere residue of the 
delicate-colored filaments laid on and then 
promptly wiped, suggest, through the delicate 
gradations of 60 many layers, a semblance to 
natural growth. Hence a portion of their 
beauty. 

The tarnishing: of silver may be pre- 
vented by a coating of white lac, which, how- 
ever, reduces some of its brilliancy. With a 
lacquer of red resin, known as dragon's blood, 
silver assumes something of the rich aspect of 
gold. 

Japanese painters, though quick in exe- 
cution, do not trust merely to instinct for de- 
signs, but prepare themselves by the study of 
native books of designs, which are abundant, 
thus making past experience available. 

In a pattern of candle chandelier, the 
candles rising from a gilded zone, encircle and 
throw light on the exterior of the globe, 
brightly illuminating a landscape painting in 
umber. 

A dressing-bureau, with mirror above, is 
so constructed that the base, composed of 
drawers, can be opened out in center, bringing 
into view the full depth of the looking-glass 
which extends to the floor. 

Glass vases of semi-opaque opal show 
well with pure crystalline edges. In the flower 
and leaf exterior decoration of these the two 
are cleverly combined. 

A moulding- may be worked somewhat 
smaller when it is intended to be enriched than 
when it is to be left plain, as all enrichments by 
multiplying detail increase apparent size. 

An admirable composition, in form and 
character, for ornamenting a water-jug in relief, 
may be obtained from the leaves and flowers of 
the plane tree. 

Shellac and borax boiled in water supply 
shades of yellowish brown and brownish red, 
well adapted to the painting of floors. 

Orescent-shaped cushions are a feature 
in some of the new parlor suites.

An excellent application of terra cotta 
is to be seen on a private bouse at Gramercy 
Park. From the upper part of the porch, from 
cavities in the supporting bracket, two female 
heads project as though to give the visitor a 
welcome. The granite pillars at foot of steps 
are crowned with half-globes of rank leafage, 
about which crawl frogs, lizards and mice. 
The string bands of the facade are tastefully 
ornamented, below with ivy leaves, above with 
classic fretwork. 

A low ceiling: affords opportunities for a 
quite different ornamental treatment from a 
high one. Delicate moldings are admirable, 
and painted medallions, properly bordered, and 
which may be prepared on other material than 
plaster, will show to especial advantage at cor- 
ners. If the design is solely in molding, a suit- 
ably floriated figure within the border, at each 
of the four sides, will suffice, with suitable 
color, to give a handsome finish to a small 
room. 

Among: ladies' amusements is tbe 
painting of landscapes, sea scenes, etc., on tbe 
inside of 6mall shells, the enamel layers, with 
their tints and natural gloss, being skillfully 
introduced as parts of the picture. These 
shells are afterwards mounted with 6mall objects 
in 6ilver filigree, emblematic of the scene 
depicted, as, for instance, a drag and a hand- 
net on the crest of a shell, depicting fishing- 
smacks. 

Carving:. One charm of wood-carving is 
the absence of illusion. All it offers us is real. 
Executed with skill and spirit, it offers one of 
the best modes of ornamentation for furniture 
and walls. That it is rising in estimation is 
seen in its more extended use in the decoration 
of furniture and hand-wrought productions in 
the higher grade of room suites. 

Musical cabinets, if not the rage, are yet 
among the attractions of the hour.

Elizabetbian styles. As all architectural 
styles have a bearing on decoration, we may 
mention that the Elizabethian style, so often 
made the subject of discussion as to its dis- 
tinctive features, has no pretensions to the 
character of a regular and complete sybtem, 
yet few who have visited the great Elizabethian 
mansions scattered over England can have 
failed to admire their picturesque and solid 
appearance, their stately halls, corridors, stair- 
cases and chimney-pieces and the beautiful 
garden terraces which form so important a 
feature in their general design, is put to 
account. 

Faience. Transparent and colored glazes 
on ornamental fired clay is a faience similar to 
that of Palissy; coated with opaque enamel, 
this faience is the Italian delft or old French, 
according to the degree of opacity; clays of 
different colors superimposed on each other or 
worked into each other in the design is similar 
to the Perugia or Henry II. faience ; whilst of 
fine white and covered with transparent un- 
colored glaze, it is the cream-colored or ordi- 
nary earthenware. The glaze itself does not 
give glossiness but is a transparent wash. 

"Wall Coloring. There is a wealth of 
artistic effect obtainable in the production on 
walls by various processes of pale patterns such 
as come from semi-transparent colors that seem 
to have partially sunk into the surface, the 
forms free and open with background of deli- 
cate, subdued tone. Such treatment does not 
exclude the introduction of emphasizing 
touches of bright color here and there. 

Venation of marble. A good practice in 
drawing and coloring is to sketch the vening 
of elegantly veined decorative marble. These 
veinings consist of diverted streams of metallic 
oxides which have flowed into the material of 
the marble when in a plastic state, and divided 
and subdivided in their frickling course. 

Brass Polish. Place two ounces of sul- 
phuric acid in an earthen vessel, and add one 
quart of soft, cold water ; after the heat that is 
generated has passed off add one ounce each 
of Tripoli and jewelers' rouge. 

A present fashion abroad with carriage 
owners, slightly followed here, is to place 
illuminated monograms and coats of arms in an 
inclined position above the doors instead of 
having these painted on the panels.

mellowing: of stained glass. Age 6bede 
a mellowing. Influence on stained glass that 
favorably tones its brilliance to the eye. Whilst 
the artificial dulling by art is made uniform, il 
is the centre of the piece, when left to time, 
that mostly assumes the mellowing effect, 
leaving a considerable space near the leads all 
round the edges, comparatively clear. Nothing 
is more difficult than to imitate this mellowing 
which lain part due to chemical decomposition 
of both surfaces of the sheet and partly to the 
adhesion of ferruginous particles derived from 
the. bars and various lichens and mosses in- 
visible to the naked eye. 

Suggestions to house painters. How 
often do we see interior moldings injured by 
the interstices being filled in with paint. For 
coloring these small brushes only should be 
used, and the colors be disposed on a palette 
and not taken from a pot or pan. The bru6h 
brings out from the latter only so much as 
hangs on the outside, whereas by rubbing the 
pencil about in the palette it will imbibe a very 
considerable amount of color and can be 
worked to a point, which is a great advantage 
in fine painting and drawing lines. 

It is often wrongly concluded in examin- 
ing the work of house painters that they have 
not ground their colors sufficiently fine in the 
oil, but the fact is that certain colors lose their 
intensity by being too finely ground; this is 
notably the case with chrome red, such grind- 
ing destroying its crystalline formation. 

Shellac varnish. In making shellac var- 
nish the shellac before being steeped in alcohol 
should be broken in small pieces and dried to 
eliminate the moisture; if the solution is 
turbid, add one-fourth the bulk of refined* 
petroleum spirit. 

The Japanese mode of inlaying ironwork 
with gold and silver is to apply a fine file iu 
cross directions, hammering leaves of these 
metals on the ridges.
